President Predicts 
Election This Fall 


WASHINGTON, May 14 — (iP)— 
President Truman told a cheering 
Democratic rally tonight that he 
will b e lected in Novemb er despite 
‘‘calamity howlers” and Repub lican 
“ob structionists.” 
In an “off the cuff” speech to a 
dinner of the Young Democrats of 
America, he accused the (jrOP of 
b locking lib eral legislation and as­ 
serted : 
“I want to say to y ou that dur­ 
ing the next four y ears there will 
b e a Democrat in the White House 
and y ou are looking at him.” 
This assertion b rought the din­ 
ner guests at the May flower Hotel 
to their feet with applause and 
cheers. 
He predicted his election in spite 
of “calamity howlers,” 
who, he 
said, are telling things that are 
not so. 
Democrats, he asserted, have al­ 
way s met situations where the wel­ 
fare of the “common, every day 
m an” were involved, while Repub ­ 
licans have b een “ob structionists 
for the last 15 y ears. 
He said they threw “b ricks and 
mud” at Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
whom he describ ed as “the great­ 
est President who ever sat in the 
White House.” 
Strictly Political Speech 
The Repub licans, 
Mr. Truman 
said, are against social security , 
against the Tennessee Valley Au­ 
thority , against the wage and hour 
law and against the foreign prob ­ 
lem. 
In a strictly politick speech b e­ 
fore a party audience the Presi­ 
dent spoke from notes and with­ 
out a prepared text. 
Mr. Trum an said he had oftened 
wondered what “so called” lib eral 
Repub licans think ab out. He said 
they are used for speeches during 
elections, b ut that after the voting 
is over they are ignored. 
An earlier speaker. Sen. J. How­

The Ketchikan b ase, in mes­ 
sages intercepted b y the Seattle 
District Coast Guard Headquar­ 
ters, warned lighthouse and lor- 
an stations in the Aleutian 
chain that a “severe” earth­ 
quake had occurred in the chain. 
The position given in the mes­ 
sage was interpreted b y local 
headquarters to mean that the 
quake occurred ab out 
100 miles 
or less northwest of Umnak 
Island.

WASHINGTON. May 14 (A*) —»

that future farm surpluses be fed 
the poor to azure farmers prosperity 
and improve the national health.

President Truman, in a move thai 
surprized the world, tonight re­ 
cognized the new Jewish state of 
Isreal in Palestine a few minutes 
after it was proclaimed. 
The news caused intense elation 
among the Zionists, stunned the 
Arabs and threw the United Na­ 
tions into turmoil. 
The action 
placed the great 
weight of American prestige behind 
the claim of the Jews to govern 
the homeland they have carved out 
for themselves in the Holy lead. 
In 42 fateful words, Mr. Truman 
proclaimed: 
"This government has been In­ 
formed that a Jewish state has 
b*en proclaimed in Palestine and 
recognition has been requested by 
the provisional government thereof. 
“The United States recognises the 
provisional government aa the de 
facto authority of the new 
of Israel." 
(The use of the legalistic 
de facto authority" ie common in 
such instances where a new gov­ 
ernment is in process of creation 
but is still provisional. It meant 
simply that the United {Rates re­ 
cognizes that the government 
Israel is in fact the ruling

“ sit do wn and talk thing s o v er with Stalin.” Remem­ 
bering the co st o f two y ears o f try ing to “ talk thing s 
o v er,” with no thing but a ho pe to bank o n, Truman 
and the State Department ig no red the siren v o ices. 
But Secretary Marshall ev idently feared so me peo ple 
mig ht g et the impressio n that this co untry is no t 
interested in peace. 
Last week Ambassado r Walter Bedell Smith was 
instructed to tell Russia that “ so far as the United 
States Is co ncerned, the do o r is alway s o pen fo r full 
discussio n and the co mpo sing o f o ur differences.” 
This statement was no t an inv itatio n to a co nference. 
It was inserted in a co nfidential warning to Russia 
that o ur fo reig n po licy is fix ed and has the no n­ 
partisan suppo rt o f the American Rublic. 
Mo lo to v ’s reply , blazo ned fo rth o n the Mo sco w 
radio , said that Russia accepts the American “ pro ­ 
po sal” fo r “ discussio n and settlement” o f differences 
between the two natio ns. Mo lo to v was careful no t 
to sug g est a time and place fo r a co nference. In 
fact, he reaffirmed So v iet fo reig n po licy , ag ain 
charg ed us with “ interference” in Greece and re­ 
peated Russia’s o bjectio ns to the Marshall Plan. But 
his messag e was shrewdly calculated to persuade o ur 
friends abro ad that the United States is seeking a 
co mpro mise with Russia, ev en as we talk abo ut re­ 
building o ur armed fo rces and suppo tring the West­ 
ern Defense Unio n. 
It was a shrewd piece o f pro pag anda that caug ht 
the Truman Administratio n o ff balance, and the 
handling o f the So v iet messag e has had the result o f 
making the U. S. fo reig n po licy mo re co nfused than 
ev er. If the United States ro se to the bait, ano ther 
co nference co uld be held, o n the Teheran, Yalta o r 
Po tsdam mo del. 
If we hesitated, the 
frig htened 
demo cracies o f Western Euro pe mig ht be persuaded 
that American aid ag ainst Co mmunism is no t to be 
depended cn. It is the ancient tactic o f “ div ide and 
co nquer.” 
An ho nest peace between East and West i%the 
g reatest'bo o n that the present-day wo rld co uld ask 
But the western wo rld has had quite eno ug h Mo sco w 
pro mises, which are bro ken as so o n as co nv enient. 
Unless o r until Russia g iv es so me co ncrete ev idence 
o f an intent to sto p her ag g ressiv e ex pansio n, any 
new party line o f “ sweetness and lig ht” sho uld be 
reg arded as spurio us and dang ero us.

Insurance Not Solution 
President Truman may be lucky if Co ng ress turns 
do wn his plea fo r a federal pro g ram o f co mpulso ry 
health insurance. 
The pro g ram mig ht turn o ut to 
be a g ig antic headache fo r its backers, which no 
amo unt o f aspirin co uld cure. 
At least that is the 
co nclusio n to be drawn fro m the repo rt o n the pro g ram 
Just made public by the Bro o king s Institute. 
The repo rt po ints o ut so me hard facts which the 
pro po nents o f co mpulso ry health 
insurance hav e 
ig no red. 
One is that there are no t eno ug h do cto rs, 
nurses and dentists to meet present demands. 
These 
medical perso nnel—to say no thing o f already cro wded 
ho spitals—w’o uld be utterly swamped if ev ery bo dy in 
the United States had a free call o n their time. 
Medical care canno t be impro v ed by spreading it 
thinner. 
The o nly sure way to step up the co untry ’s 
standards in this field is to make sure that eno ug h 
do cto rs, dentists and nurses are trained to take care 
o f the po pulatio n. 
Acco rding to the Bro o king s study , there has also 
been so me v ery lo o se talk abo ut medical standards in 
the United States to day . 
It calls the draft statistics, 
whicn hav e been used to suppo rt the case fo r co m­ 
pulso ry insurance, “ misleading ” and “ unreliable.” No 
erreat natio n, it say s, has better health than the 
United States and adv ances made in the last 4 0 y ears 
'-nw no basic defects in the sy stem. 
The country’s health and its standards o f medical 
’ 0 co uld be better than they are—especially in the 
arer rural areas. 
But it is difficult no t to share 
the do ubts o f the Bro o king s Institutio n that co mpul­ 
so ry health insurance wo uld bring impro v ement. Leav ­ 
ing additio nal burdens o n nurses and do cto rs who are 
already o v erwo rked is no t the way to make the natio n 
healthier.

Germs May Resist Drugs 
Physicians are often criticized for 
attempting to discourage indiv iduals 
from using the sulfonamides and 
penicillin for ev ery mild cold or in-

Dr. Van Dellen When this occurs, 
treatment is obv iously handicapped. 
No one knows why microorgan­ 
isms withstand medication. 
The 
surv iv al of the fittest probably works 
as well in the microbe world as it 
does in ours. Apparently the most 
susceptible are killed off first but 
a longer time is Required to knock 
out tougher strains. 
Thus 
the 
stronger germs hav e more room to 
multiply and are likely to go on a 
rampage. This is one reason why 
adequate dosage is recommended 
rather than small amounts which 
seem to be effectiv e at the moment 
but may hav e serious implications 
later. 


Bunn tells of a young boy who 
for many years had been bothered 
with abscesses and boils. Staphy- 
locicci were responsible and when 
penicillin was first administered the 
lesions v anished miraculously. With 
ev ery recurrence the drug was re­ 
peated but a longer period was 
needed to combat each bout. Ev ent­ 
ually, it prov ed ineffectiv e; the in­ 
v aders had become resistant to the 
antibiotic. Howev er, since the little 
patient had not acquired an im­ 
munity to the staphylococci, the 
abscesses continued on their merry 
way. 
When streptomycin became av ail­ 
able, it was employed and "worked 
well at first. But the same sequence 
of ev ents occurred as with peni­ 
cillin. In desperation, the physician 
was forced to rev iv e an old method 
of 
treatment 
w’hich 
fortunately 
prov ed successful. A v accine was 
prepared from, the purulent material 
of one of the boils and injected 
into the mother who in turn de­ 
v eloped protectiv e antibodies against 
the organisms. Some of her blood 
was ttien giv en to the youngster 
and the blemishes disappeared ulti­ 
mately. The plan worked because 
the boy was supplied with immune 
particles which he had been imable 
to manufacture for himself. 


This example demonstrates the 
need for more than one wonder 
drug. As soon as germs acquire 
resistance to one product, another 
can be tried. Otherwise it is con­ 
ceiv able that in the future a strain 
of super-microorganisms may de­ 
v elop, with which medical science 
will be powerless to deal. 
“Bugs” v ary considerably along 
this line. Some that inhabit the 
intestine, like the colon bacilli, be­ 
come resistant to streptomycin with­ 
in a few days. The tubercle bacillus 
requires weeks to do the same; a 
v ictim of tuberculosis seems to pro­ 
gress up to a certain point but 
thereafter streptomycin Is powerless 
to effect a change. It is also knoA^m 
that once an organism dev elops this 
added strength, it rarely rev erts 
back to its old self. 
Another objection to using these 
preparations for ev ery minor indis­ 
position is that a few persons finally 
become sensitized and exhibit se­ 
v ere reactions whenev er they are 
administered. Thus the one who de­ 
mands penicillin for a slight cold 
may find subsequently that he can­ 
not tolerate the substance should 
pneumonia or other serious dis­ 
order appear. The wonder drugs 
are lifesav ers and should not be 
wasted on conditions that will dis­ 
appear within a few days. It is true 
that such complications are not 
cofnmon, but why take unnecessary 
chances?

Ambassador Smith Fishes In France After Confab With Molotov, - Russian Back­ 


tracking May Be Lull Before The Storm, - Many Contributed To Note To Russia 


WASHING'TON. May 14,—Back­ 
stage in Moscow—For many months. 
Ambassador “Beetle” Smith hasn’t 
been able to see Molotov . Up imtil 
the famous note he deliv ered May 
4, he was giv en the run-around, 
only allowed to talk to a 27 -year- 
old diplomat who heads the Amer­ 
ican desk of the Sov iet Foreign 
Office . . . No. 1 mystery in Mos­ 
cow: Why did Ambassador Smith 
go fishing in France immediately 
after his talks with Molotov ? An­ 
swer: He merely wanted to fish, has 
his own plane in which to go fish- 
,ing. Hitherto things had been so 
dull in Moscow, he didn’t think it 
made any difference. 
Lull before the storm?—For 
about three weeks Moscow’s 
belligerency 
has lulled. 
The 
radio has calmed down. Pres­ 
sure has eased off against Aus­ 
tria, Scandinav ia, and the Allies 
in Germany . . . This can mean 
a lot—or nothing . . . It took 
sev eral months after announce­ 
ment of the Truman doctrine 
for Greece for the Sov iet to 
occupy Hungary. Undoubtedly 
Hungary was their answer to 
us in Greece . . . Undoubtedly 
also Czechoslov akia was one an­ 
swer to the Marshall Plan . , • 
From a dictatorship, you can 
always expect retaliation. Dic­ 
tators don’t hav e to consult 
their people . . . Howev er, the 
Kremlin did seem to be worried 
about 
the American 
people, 
feared we were too aroused, too 
angry, too willing to v ote a big 
air force plus peacetime con­ 
scription. 


Russia has the A-bomb—Definite 
information has been obtained (how 
cannot be told) that Russia has the 
A-bomb. It’s crude, and only one 
or two hav e been made yet, but she 
has it , . . That’s why top U. S. 
defense chiefs were in such a frenzy 
to get us prepared last winter. 
That’s also why U. S. defense chiefs 
hav e figured Russia might strike 
most any time—^before the Marshall, 
Plan has a chance to win western 
Europe away from Russia com­ 
pletely. 
Who Wrote The Note 
Three schools of thought con­ 
tributed to the rev erberating note 
Ambassador Smith handed Molotov 
the other day. 
School No. 1 was the U. S. mili­ 
tary. They wanted the Russians to 
hav e a blunt, stiff warning, laid 
right on the line, that if the Red 
Army became the aggressor in 
Europe, it meant war with the USA. 
Historians hav e argued that 
if the Kaiser knew the inv asion 
of Belgium meant war with 
England he would not hav e in­ 
v aded; that if Hitler had known 
the inv asion of Poland meant 
war with both England and the 
United States he would not hav e 
mov ed. Therefore, U. S. defense 
chiefs wanted the Russians to 
hav e it in cold words which they 
could 
understand — that 
we 
would resist with arms any act 
of aggression. 


School No. 2 was the politicans. 
They had their eye on Henry Wal­ 
lace, MacArthur and the accusa­ 
tions that Truman was a war­ 
monger. MacArthur has been saying 
that we needed a President who 
could sit down and talk turkey with 
Stalin. This was resented around 
the White House and probably was 
one reason for Truman’s denial— 
through Senator 'Tydings—that he 
ev er had an inv itation to meet with 
Stalin. 


Actually, he had. Tlie parley 
proposal came v ia Berlin and 
suggested a meeting in Stoek- 
fiolm. I'ruman,, howev er, said 
no. Later when Walter Winchell, 
calling at the White House, 
urged Truman to get together 
with Stalin, the President re­ 
plied: *T don’t lick anybody’s 
boots.” Nev ertheless, some of 
the men around Truman hav e

felt he should make an ov erture 
to Stalin. 


School No, 3 was the genuine 
peacemakers. Some State Depart­ 
ment diplomats hav e sincerely be­ 
liev ed in the Jimmie Byrnes theory 
of keeping up diplomatic talks ev en 
while we build up defenses; of dis­ 
playing both the oliv e branch and 
the mailed fist—so Russia could 
not claim she had only one alter­ 
nativ e. 
Alarmed ov er Russian propaganda 
in Europe, they also considered it 
wise to show Western Europe that 
we weren’t warmongers, were will­ 
ing to keep trying to adjust our 
differences. 


Result of all this was a poly­ 
glot note that meant little. It 
carried the implied threat of 
war if the Red Army mov ed. It 
also carried an implied inv ita­ 
tion to discuss our difficulties. 
Finally it went into a long tab­ 
ulation 
of 
Russia’s 
errors— 
which, though true, only gav e 
Molotov a marv elous excuse to 
come back with a long recitation 
of our alleged errors. 


In brief, the note to Molotov had 
just about ev erything in it except 
the most important thing of all— 
Namely, the fact that there is great 
longing in the hearts of the Amer­ 
ican people for peace, with an 
obv iously equal longing in the 
hearts of the Russian people for 
peace. And if Stalin would lift the 
Iron Curtain, if he w^ould permit the 
American and Russian people to get 
to know each other, to exchange 
books and newspapers, professors 
and students, churchmen and reli­ 
gious teaching, radio programs and 
mov ing pictures, then the people of 
the two countries would solv e all 
their own problems through friend­ 
ship, and the petty squabbling ov er 
who was right or wrong in Bul­ 
garia, 
Czechoslov akia 
and Italy 
would become as unimportant as 


the ancient debate of how many 
angels can stand on the point of a 
needle. 


Such a note should hav e been 
made public immediately — by 
us. 
Furthermore millions 
of 
copies should hav e been drop­ 
ped in ev ery language of Eu­ 
rope, ov er ev ery county of Eu­ 
rope, to show the American 
people's 
genuine 
desire 
for 
peace. 


Open Diplomacy 
Most amusing incident re the 
Molotov mess was State Department 
wailing ov er the fact that Molotov 
made the correspondent public. 
He had v iolated confidence, moaned 
the diplomats. Howev er, good dip­ 
lomacy is (1) the art of writing 
notes that react to your adv antage 
if made public: and (2) making 
them public yourself. 
If I could collect a dollar for 
ev ery time the State Depart­ 
ment itself jumped the gun on 
publication of a note. I’d make 
money. For instance, we had a 
firm agreement with the Brit­ 
ish that we would send no notes 
or statements re Palestine with­ 
out consulting the British; fol­ 
lowing which Truman released 
a statement on Palestine on the 
ev e of a Jewish holiday which 
had the British turning somer­ 
saults. 
« 


Time after time when Secretaries 
Frank B. Kellogg or Henr>’ L. 
Stimsqp wanted to mobilize public 
opinion against Japan in Man­ 
churia. against Mexico re the oil 
dispute or for the outlawry-of-war 
pact, they made diplomatic notes 
public for all the world to read. 
Diplomacy is partly the art of 
mq|)ilizing public opinion, and IS4ol- 
otov saw a chance to mobilize it at 
the 
expense 
of 
our diplomatic 
bunglers. That’s why the State De­ 
partment wrung its hands.

HY CAN’T Truman and 
StaUn clear up this mess 
by sitting down together 
and talking things ov er? 
Innumerable men and women all 
ov er the United States and the 
world hav e been asking the question 
for many months. And now the 
question has gained greatly added 
urgency from the strange episode 
of the exchange between Ambassa­ 
dor W. Bedell Smith and Sov iet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov ^ 
One of the rather mixed motiv es 
for Ambassador Smith’s restatement 
of American policy to the Kremlin 
was, in fact, the fear that Moscow 
would publicly propose another high- 
lev el conference. Of such confer­ 
ences, as Secretary Marshall said, 
we hav e already had much “bitter 
experience.” There hav e been plant­ 
ed stories, and there hav e been 
feelers, like the Sov iet ov erture to 
Ambassador Robert Murphy in Ber­ 
lin, suggesting the possibility of 
such a Sov iet mov e. Why was it 
feared? Why did the State De­ 
partment not welcome Molotov ’s 
expression of willingness to begin 
so Viet-American discussions? 


American policy makers, when 
they are asked these questions, 
hav e a way of replying with a 
question of their own: “But what 
kind of a settlement do you want?” 
For this, there is an obv ious reason. 
As the leader of the major power 
of the non-Sov iet world, President 
Truman 
could 
undoubtedly 
“sit 
down with Stalin” and reach agree­ 
ment. It has been obv ious since 
the end of the war that the Krem­ 
lin would like nothing better than 
for Russia and the United States 
to dA'ide up the world in the man­ 
ner of two small boys splitting 
a 


slightly rotten apple. Immediately 
after the war, this desire was v ery 
clearly ditelosed, in the Kremlin’s 
frantic propagnda effort to driv e 
a wedge between this country and 
Britein. 
Unfortunately, in the first place, 
the Sov iets clearly believ e that this 
kind of div ision of the world « hould 
be on the basis of the United States 
taking the Western Hemisphere and 
perhaps the Pacific Islands, and 
leav ing the Eurasian continent and 
its African dependencies to Russia. 
The Sov iets would almost certain­ 
ly not accept any div ision of the 
world on the basis of the status 
quo, since this would leav e the non- 
Sov iet sector potentially stronger 
than the Sov iet sector. Equally, we 
could not accept the div ision out­ 
lined abov e. 
Suppose, howev er, that certain 
concessions were made, on the pat­ 
tern suggested by Henry Wallace. 
Suppose, in fact, that the Sov iets 
were tossed Korea, the Dardanelles, 
Berlin and Vienna, in return for a 
promise to stop their pressure in 
Greece, Iran and elsewhee. Then 
the world would certainly be div id­ 
ed, at least temporarily. But the 
trouble is that the div ision would 
not stick. 


The Sov iet half of the world 
would be organized as an im­ 
mense, monolithic empire. The non- 
Sov iet half would remain a mere 
congeries of independent nations, 
co-operating 
only 
half-heartedly 
and occasionally. The Sov iet empire, 
immensely strengthened by the new 
concessions, would ev entually begin 
■ again pressing outward along its 
borders. The temptation to do so 
would be irresistible. And the non- 
Sov iet half of the world, weakened 
by the loss of v ital strategic points, 
disunited and disorganized, would 
find resistance to Sov iet pressure

U. S. Foreign Policy Further 


Confused By Note To Russia

WASHINGTON. May 14—Mem­ 
bers of Congres.s hav e been talking 
a 
good 
deal among 
themselv es 
alxmt the exchange of notes be­ 
tween the United States and Rus­ 
sia and their reactions range all 
the way from puzzlement and dis­ 
may to grav e concern. 
The main preoccupation seems to 
be that at a critical moment in the 
history of the United States, when 
billions upon billions of dollars are 
being appropriated to strengthen 
defenses and a peacetime conscrip­ 
tion bill is under consideration, 
there should be such confusion 
about American foreign policy. 
To argue tliat the Russians in­ 
discreetly made a note public that 
should hav e been kept confidential 
merely implies that periiaps the 
American gov ernment was trying to 
do something clandestinely wliich 
it was not willing to av ow publicly. 
To say that the outstanding dif­ 
ferences can best be approached 
through the machinery of the Unit­ 
ed Nations is to allow the impres­ 
sion to be built that question.s 
which hav e hitherto been regarded 
as outside the U. N. and subject 
to four-power or fiv e-power con­ 
sideration now should be taken up 
by the ü . N. Both implications are 
erroneous but they could be deriv ­ 
ed from the administration’s clumsy 
statements. 
Both Caught Off Base 
The fact is that the President 
and the Secretary of State were 
caught off base. Ev en If the publi­ 
cation by Russia of the notes was 
a clev er piece of propagandizing, 
the Administration showed itself 
not quick-witted enough to take 
the bail on the rebound and turn 
it to the adv antage of this country 
in public declarations. 
What is lacking is v ision and im­ 
agination—both of which are the 
primary attributes of statesman­ 
ship. The spectacle of the Presi­ 
dent and the Secretary of State 
quibbling as to what was meant 
after months of a “cold war” by a 
direct statement that “the door is 
wide open to discuss differences” 
is not likely to inspire confidence 
either here or abroad. 
Too much has been made about 
the Russian action in making pub­ 
lic a confidential exchange. There 
was* no agreement in adv ance to 
keep the notes confidential. There is 
always a risk that things put in 
writing will become public. And 
ev en if they are, cannot the Amer­ 
ican gov ernment stand by what It 
wrote? If not, it will be the Rus­ 
sians who will be saying that the 
American gov ernment doesn’t oe- 
liev e one day in what it writes the 
prev ious day. 
Had the President and Secretary 
of State welcomed the publication 
of the notes and then promptly 
giv en to the world a list of the out­ 
standing questions on which there 
are substantial differences of op­ 
inion, the public generally W’ouln 
hav e seen at a glance that mere 
decision to sit down and talk docs 
not conv ey much of an idea as to 
what kind of agreements are going 
to be made and what guarantees 
are forthcoming as to how the 


ag reem ents will be fulfilled. It was a , 
splendid chance for the Americuii 
gov ernment to re-state its whole i 
case. 
But the American gov ernment - 
ov erlooked something else. It seem.^ 
; 
to hav e missed the whole point ot 
the Russian action. Why did the 
Sov iets make public the exchange? 
Obv iously there 
could hav e been 
only two reasons—to start a “peace 
offemsiv e” for propaganda purpo.ses 1 
without any sincere intention of 
carrying it out, or else really to find i 
an honorable way of extricating 
itself from the "cold war.” 
There is much ev idence to sup­ 
port the latter v iew. The v ery man­ 
ner in which the news was handled 
in Russia—the absence of attacks 
on the U. S. in the propaganda 
and the manifest attempt to calm 
the fears of the Russian peop^e 
with re.spect to war indicate that 
Russia had her own intèmal situa­ 
tion in mind in trying to find a way 
to rev erse her external policies. 
Show of Change of Approach 
If this is the basic purpose then 
the giv ing of publicity to the notes 
was the only quick way the Ru.s- 
.sians could show the whole world 
' 
that they were changing their ap­ 
proach. If they didn’t intend thi >, 
then subsequent inaction or failure 
to agree would readily expoi>e the 
artificiality of the dev ice In a few 
days. Hence the belief that the 
Rus.sians intend to follow up the 
peace approach with some action 
seems more logical than the theory 
that the whole idea was merely a 
trick. 
The point that the State Depart­ 
ment failed to adv ise Britain and 
Prance in adv ance is a labored one. 
The United States didn’t Intend to 
make the notes public and pre­ 
sumably in due time would hav e 
confidentially adv ised the Allies. 
The latter now’ understand that the 
Russian decision to make the notes 
public prev ented earlier dispatch to 
London and I^ris of these notes. 
But ev en if the United States de­ 
sired to initiate informal discussions 
alone at Moscow, there is certainly 
no rule in diplomacy which re­ 
quires that such decisions be made 
known in adv ance. Sov ereign gov ­ 
ernments hav e the right of indep­ 
endent action In the discussion 
stages. It is only when commitments 
or agreements are about to be made 
that consultation is necessary for 
allied harmony. 
The whole episode now will be 
debated inside Congress and by the 
people. The Administration seems to 
hav e been bewildered by the inci­ 
dent and public opinion may hav e 
to cry’stallize before the President 
and Secretary Marshall will realize 
that what they started to do—talk 
things out with he Russians—is not 
a sin and should riot be disav owed. 
Nobody meanwhile is suggesting 
that armament preparations really 
necessary for defense be abandoned. 
The American people don’t want to 
see any weakening where America — 
is in the right, but they also don’t ] 
want their leaders to be intransig­ 
eant when the other side shows an 
inclination to grasp at an opening 
for discussion and negotiation.

cupation of

-face.” The Russians are, of 
course, Eurasians and it is not 
always clear which side of them 
they exhibit at a particular mo­ 
ment, the Western European or the 
Oriental Nomadic. But “face” al­ 
ways bothers them. They dare not 
ev en permit the impression to ex­ 
ist that they hav e been worsted. 
They hav e risked great gains in 
friendship and acceptance by small 
and nasty acts which added slightly 
to their face. 
It is now obv ious that Sov iet 
Russia has lost the “cold war.” 
That was clear in the Fremh 
and Italian elections,

Marshall Plan and in the ef­ 
forts that are being made to 
establish a League of Western 
European nations. 


Russia’s objectiv es in the cold 
war were: 
1. To consolidate Russia's con­ 
trol of European countries east of 
the Elbe: 
2. To weaken the Anglo-Amer­ 
ican position on the continent of 
Europe; 
3. To lay the 
foundations for 
establishing ^ Communist state.s in 
Western Europe; 
4. To isolate the United States 
diplomatically while impov erishing 
the Western European 
counteier 
economically: 
5. To m a i n t a i n disturbances 
throughout Asia, from the Medi­ 
terranean to the Pacific; 
6. To islote Chiang Kai-shek and 
to driv e the 
Americans 
out of 
Korea. 
7. To eliminate “majority rule” 
in international councils, particu­ 
larly wherev er it may appear in 
UN, and failing that, to kill off 
UN, which Uie Russians regard 
as a bloc of Western nations any­ 
how; 
8. So to increase the cost to the 
American taxpayer that he would 
a. Refuse to support his gov ern­ 
ment’s policy: 
b. That a neo-isolationism would 
dev elop in the United States which 
would mean the withdrawal of the 
United States 
from 
Europe and 
Asia, leav ing both areas to Sov iet 
Russia. 
Sov iet Russia, in broad outline, 
held this position throughout the 
war, nev er quite becoming an ally, 
remaining aloof from consultation 
and joint action, and finally, at 
Teheran and Yalta, insisting upon 
the rights of the 
conqueror 
in 
terms more stringent and griev ous 
than appeared ev en in the Molo- 
tov -Ribbentrop Pact. 


This attitude on the part of 
the Russians, Roosev elt either 
failed to recognize as charac­ 
teristic imperialism, or hav ing 
recognized it, dared to do noth­ 
ing about it in time of war. 
hoping that final v ictory might 
strengthen liis hand. American 
policy» from Roosev elt's death 
until 
J a m e s 
Byrnes’s 
ac- 
knoniedgment of failure, was 
throughout an acceptance of 
the Russian program of con­ 
quest.

Ditto for Central and 
South America. The United States 
is not isolated diplomatically but, 
fumblingly, it is true, continues to 
lead the Western World. Western 
Europe is no longer economically 
impov erished but has receiv ed a 
goodly 
share 
of dollar 
credits. 
Wiile 
disturbances 
continue 
in 
Palestine, no important group of 
Arabs or Zionists are pro-Russlan, 
and Iran is, for the moment, safe. 
Whereas 
Chiang Kai-shek Is in 
difficulties, he has surv iv ed the on­ 
slaught of the Communist armies 
and the machinations of the fellow - 
trav elers. 
And the Stilwell-Mar- 
shall policy for China, nev er cor­ 
rect, is now fully rejected. 
True, no American enjoys the 
cost of all our activ ities; yet the 
country has stood behind all the 
demands of the Army, Nav y and 
Air Force. In fact, the Congress 
has gone further than the Presi­ 
dent 
in support of the 
armed 
forces. 
No isolationist mov ement 
has dev eloped among the people, 
except among the Conîmunists and 
their fellow-trav elers. Instead, the 
country is united in support of a 
bi-partisan foreign policy which 
will not be affected ev en slightly 
by the Election.

Russia Turns 
ll. S. 
Note To Her Advantage 
Trusting soul* may regard the exchange of diplo­ 
matic inei sages between the United States Ambas­ 
sador to Moscow and Foreign Minister Molotov as a 
promise of genuine peace between East and West. 
Would that it were! Actually, it ii shrewd diplomauc 
move by Russia, following a not-so-ahrewd move by 
the United States. 
Many European observers have been predicting 
lately that Russia is about to “turn on a spell of 
sweetness and light.” The reason Is that the Kremlin 
has been finding the going pretty rough In Europe 
recently. The Truman Doctrine in Greece and Turkey, 
the Western Deiense Union, ERP, the Italian election 
and the new American military program are all signs 
that the aggressive policy of Russo-Communism has 
gone about as far as it can go without risk of a 
general war. Russia is faced with a dilemma to 
continue her aggressive policy, at the risk of world 
war, or to replan her strategy behind a Munich truce. 
Russia’* apologists in the United States and 
Britain have lately been urging President Truman to 
“sit down and talk things over with Stalin.” Remem­ 
bering the cost ol two years of trying to “talk things 
over,” with nothing but a hope to bank on, Truman 
and the State Department ignored the siren voices. 
But Secretary Marshall evidently feared some people 
might get the impression that this country is not 
interested in peace. 
Last week Ambassador Walter Bedell Smith was 
instructed to tell Russia that “so far as the United 
States is concerned, the door is always open for full 
discussion and the composing of our differences.” 
This statement was not an invitation to a conference. 
It was inserted in a confidential warning to Russia 
that our foreign policy is fixed and has the non­ 
partisan support of the American nubile. 
Molotov’s reply, blazoned forth on the Moscow 
radio, said that Russia accepts the American “pro­ 
posal” for “discussion and settlement” of differences 
between the two nations. Molotov was careful not 
to suggest a time and place for a conference. In 
fact, he reaffirmed Soviet foreign policy, again 
charged us with “interference” in Greece and re­ 
peated Russia’s objections to the Marshall Plan. But 
his message was shrewdly calculated to persuade our 
friends abroad that the United But es is seeking a 
compromise with Russia, even as ire talk about re­ 
building our aimed forces and supposing the West­ 
ern Defense Union. 
It was a shrewd piece of propaganda that caught 
the Truman Administration off balance, and the 
handling of the Soviet message has had the result of 
making the U. S. foreign policy more confused than 
ever. If the United States rose to the bait, another 
conference could be held, on the Teheran, Yalta or 
Potsdam model. 
If we hesitated, the frightened 
democracies of Western Europe might be persuaded 
that American aid against Communism is not to be 
depended en. It is the ancient tactic of “divide and 
conquer.*' 
An honest peace between East and West 1% the 
greatest'boon that the present-day world could ask 
But the western world has had quite enough Moscow 
promises, which are broken as soon as convenient. 
Unless or until Russia gives some concrete evidence 
of an Intent to stop her aggressive expansion, any 
new party line of “sweetness and light” should be 
regarded as spurious and dangerous.

Compulsory Health 
Insurance Not Solution 
President Truman may be lucky if Congress turns 
down his plea for a federal program of compulsory 
health insurance. 
The program might turn out to 
be a gigantic headache for its backers, which no 
amount of aspirin could cure. 
At least that is the 
conclusion to be drawn from the report on the program 
Just made public by the Brookings Institute. 
The report points out some hard facts which the 
proponents of compulsory health insurance have 
Ignored. 
One if that there are not enough doctors, 
nurses and dentists to meet present demands. 
These 
medical personnel—to say nothing of already crowded 
hospitals—would be utterly swamped if everybody in 
the United States had a free call cm their time. 
Medical care cannot be improved by spreading it 
thinner. 
The only sure way to step up the country’* 
standards in this field is to make sure that enough 
doctors, dentists and nurses are trained to take care 
of the population. 
According to the Brookings study, there has also 
been some very loose talk about medical standards in 
the United States today. 
It calls the draft statistics, 
whicn have been used to support the case for com­ 
pulsory’ insurance, “misleading” and “unreliable ” No 
crr.it nation. It says, has better health than the 
toited States end advances made in the last 40 years 
no basir detects in the system. 
The country’* health and its standard* of medical 
e could be better than they are—especially in the 
>rer rural area* 
But it is difficult not to share 
th** doubts of the Brooking* Institution that compel* 
sory health insurance would bring improvement. Leav­ 
ing additional burdens on nurses and doctors who are 
already overworked Is not the way to make the nation 
healthier.

No one knows why microorgan­ 
isms withstand medication. 
The 
survival of the fittest probably works 
as well In the microbe world as it 
does in ours. Apparently the most 
susceptible are killed off first but 
a longer time is required to knock 
out tougher 
strain*. 
Thus the 
stronger germs have more room to 
multiply and are likely to go on a 
rampage. This is one reason why 
adequate dosage is recommended 
rather than amati amounts which 
seem to be effective at the moment 
but may have serious implications 
later. 
o — o — o 
Bunn tells of a young boy who 
for many years had been bothered 
with abscesses and boils. Staphy- 
1 ocice! were responsible and when 
penicillin was first administered the 
lesions vanished miraculously. With 
•very recurrence the drug was re­ 
peated but a longer period was 
needed to combat each bout. Event­ 
ually, it proved ineffective; the in­ 
vaders had become resistant to the 
antibiotic. However, since the little 
patient had not acquired an im­ 
munity to the staphylococci, the 
abscesses continued on their merry 
way. 
When streptomycin became avail­ 
able, it was employed and worked 
well at first. But the same sequence 
of events occurred as with peni­ 
cillin. In desperation, the physician 
aas forced to revive an old method 
of 
treatment which 
fortunately 
proved successful. A vaccine was 
prepared from. the purulent material 
of one of the bolls and injected 
into the mother who in turn de­ 
veloped protective antibodies against 
the organisms. Some of her blood 
was Bien given to the youngster 
and the blemishes disappeared ulti­ 
mately. The plan worked because 
the boy was supplied with immune 
particles which he had been unable 
to manufacture for himself. 
• — • — a 
This example demonstrates the 
need for more than one wonder 
drug. As soon as germs acquire 
resistance to one product, another 
can be tried. Otherwise it is con­ 
ceivable that in the future a strain 
of super-microorganisms may de­ 
velop, with which medical science 
will be powerless to deal. 
“Bugs” vary considerably along 
this line. Some that inhabit the 
intestine, like the colon bacilli, be­ 
come resistant to streptomycin with­ 
in a few days. The tubercle bacillus 
requires weeks to do the same; a 
victim of tuberculosis seems to pro­ 
gress up to a certain point but 
thereafter streptomycin is powerless 
to effect a change. It is also known 
that twice an organism develops this 
added strength, it rarely reverts 
back to its old self. 
Another objection to using these 
preparations for every minor indis­ 
position is that a few persons finally 
become sensitised and exhibit se­ 
vers reactions whenever they are 
administered. Thus the one who de­ 
mands penicillin for a slight cold 
may find subsequently that he can­ 
not tolerate the substance should 
pneumonia or other serious dis­ 
order appear. The wonder drugs 
are lifesavers and should not be 
wasted on conditions that will dis­ 
appear within a few days. It is true 
that such complications are not 
cofhmon, but why take unnecessary 
chances?

Ambassador Smith Fishes In France After Confab With Molotov; Russian Back­ 


tracking May Be Lull Before The Storm; Many Contributed To Note To Russia

WASHINGTON. May Ii.—Back­ 
stage la Meecew For many months. 
Ambassador “Beetle” Smith hasn't 
been able to tee Molotov. Up until 
the famous note he delivered May 
4, he was given the run-around, 
only allowed to talk to a 27-year- 
old diplomat who heads the Amer­ 
ican desk of the Soviet Foreign 
Office . . . No. I mystery in Mos­ 
cow: Why did Ambassador Smith 
go fishing in France immediately 
after his talks with Molotov? An­ 
swer: He merely wanted to Hah, has 
his own plane in which to go flsh- 
,ing. Hitherto things had been so 
dull in Moscow, he didnt think it 
made any difference. 
Lull before the storm?—for 
about three weeks Moscow1* 
belligerency ha* lulled. The 
radio ha* calmed down. Pres­ 
sure has eased off against Aus­ 
tria, Scandinavia, and the Allies 
in Germany . . • This can mean 
a lot—ar nothing . . . It took 
several months after announce­ 
ment of the Truman doctrine 
for Greece for the Soviet to 
occupy Hungary. Undoubtedly 
Hungary was their answer to 
us In Greece • . . Undoubtedly 
also Czechoslovakia was one an­ 
swer to the Marshall Plan . • • 
f rom a dictatorship, you can 
always expect retaliation. Dic­ 
tators don’t have to consult 
their people . . • However, the 
Kremlin did seem to be worried 
about the American 
people, 
feared we were too aroused, too 
angry, too willing to vote a Mg 
air force plus peacetime con­ 
scription. 


Russia has the A-bomb—Definite 
information ha* been obtained (how 
cannot be told) that Russia has the 
A-bomb. It'* crude, and only one 
or two have been made yet. but she 
has it . . . That’s why top U. S. 
defense chiefs were in such a frenzy 
to get us prepared last winter. 
That’s also why U. S. defense chiefs 
have figured Russia might strike 
most any time—before the Marshall.

Who Wrote The Note 
Three schools of thought con­ 
tributed to the reverberating note 
Ambassador Smith handed Molotov 
the other day. 
School Ne. I waa the II. S. mili­ 
tary. They wanted the Russians to 
have a blunt, stiff warning, laid 
right on the line, that if the Red 
Army became the aggressor in 
Europe, it meant war with the USA. 


felt ho should make aa overture 
to Stalin. 


School Noc 3 was tho genuine 
peacemakers. Some State Depart­ 
ment diplomats have sincerely be­ 
lieved in the Jimmie Byrnes theory 
of keeping up diplomatic talks even 
while we build up defenses; of dis­ 
playing both the olive branch and 
the mailed fist—so Russia could 
not claim she had only one alter­ 
native. 
Alarmed over Russian propaganda 
in Europe, they also considered it 
wise to show Western Europe that 
we weren't warmongers, were will­ 
ing to keep trying to adjust our 
differences. 


Result of all this waa a poly­ 
glot note that meant little. It 
carried the implied threat of 
war if the Red Army moved. It 
also carried an Implied Invita­ 
tion to discuss our difficulties. 
Finally It went Into a long tab­ 
ulation of 
Russia’s errors— 
which, though true, only gave 
Molotov a marvelous excuse to 
come buck with a long recitation 
of our alleged errors. 


In brief, the note to Molotov had 
Just about everything in it except 
the most important thing of all— 
Namely, the fact that there is great 
longing in the hearts of the Amer­ 
ican people for peace, with an 
obviously equal longing in the 
hearts of the Russian people for 
peace. And if Stalin would lift the 
Iron Curtain, if he would permit the 
American and Russian people to get 
to know each other, to exchange 
books and newspapers, professors 
and students, churchmen and reli­ 
gious teaching, radio programs and 
moving pictures, then the people of 
the two countries would solve all 
their own problems through friend­ 
ship, and the petty squabbling over 
who was right or wrong in Bul­ 
garia, Czechoslovakia and 
Italy 
would become a* unimportant as 


the ancient debate of how many 
angels can stand on the point of a 
needle. 


Such a note should have been 
made public immediately — by 
OL Furthermore millions of 
copies should have been drop­ 
ped in every language of Eu­ 
rope, over every county of Eu­ 
rope, to abow the American 
people's 
genuine 
desire 
for 
pence. 


Open Diplomacy 
Most amusing incident re the 
Molotov mess was State Department 
wailing over the fact that Molotov 
made the correspondent public. 
He had violated confidence, moaned 
the diplomats. However, good dip­ 
lomacy is (I) the art of writing 
notes that react to your advantage 
if made public; and (2) making 
them public yourself. 
If I could collect a dollar for 
every time the State Depart­ 
ment itself jumped the gun on 
publication of a note, rd make 
money. For instance, we had a 
firm agreement with the Brit­ 
ish that we woald send no notes 
or statements re Palestine with­ 
out consulting the British; fol­ 
lowing which Truman released 
a statement on Palestine on the 
eve of a Jewish holiday which 
had the British turning somer­ 
saults.

To say that the outstanding dif­ 
ferences can test be approached 
through the machinery of the Unit­ 
ed Nations is to allow the impres­ 
sion to be built that questions 
which have hitherto been regarded 
as outside the U. N. and subject 
to four-power or five-power con­ 
sideration now should be taken up 
by the U. N. Both implication* are 
erroneous but they could be deriv­ 
ed from the administration’s clumsy 
statements. 
Both Caught Off Base 
Tito fact is that the President 
and the Secretary of State were 
caught off base. Even if the publi­ 
cation by Russia of the notes was 
a clever piece (rf propagandizing, 
the Administration showed itself 
not quick-witted enough to uke 
the tell on the rebound and turn 
It to the advantage of this country 
in public declarations.

If they didn t intend this, 
then subsequent inaction or failure 
to agree would readily expose the 
artificiality of the device in a few 
days. Hence the belief that the 
Russians intend to follow up the 
peace approach with some action 
seems mare logical than the theory 
that the whole idea was merely a 
trick. 
The point that the 8tate Depart­ 
ment failed to advise Britain and 
Prance in advance is s labored one. 
The United States didn’t intend to 
make the notes public and pre­ 
sumably in due time would have 
confidentially advised the Allies. 
The latter now understand that the 
Russian decision to make the notes 
public prevented earlier dispatch to 
London and Paris of these notes 
But even if the United States de­ 
sired to initiate informal discussions 
alone at Moscow, there is certainly 
no rule in diplomacy which re­ 
quires that such decisions be made 
known in advance. Sovereign gov­ 
ernments have the right of indep­ 
endent action in the discussion 
stages. It is only when commitments 
or agreements are about to be made 
keep the notes confidential. There is , that consultation is necessary for 
always a risk that things put in 
allied harmony.

The whole episode now will be 
debated inside Congress and by the 
people. The Administration seems to 
have been bewildered by the inci­ 
dent and public opinion may have 
to crystallize before the President 
and Secretary Marshall will realize 
that what they started to do—talk 
things out with he Russians—is not 
a sin and should dot be disavowed. 
Nobody meanwhile is suggesting 
that armament preparations really 
necessary tor defense be abandoned. 
The American people don’t want to 
see any weakening where America 
is in the right, but they also don’t 
want their leaders to be intransig- 
eant when the other side shows an 
inclination to grasp at an opening 
for discussion and negotiation.

HE principal-personal preoc­ 
cupation of

course. Eurasians and it is not 
always clear which side of them 
they exhibit at a particular mo­ 
ment, the Western European or the 
Oriental Nomadic.

4. To isolate the United States 
diplomatically while impoverishing 
the Western European

6. To islote Cluang Kai-shek and 
to drive the 
Americans 
out of 
Korea.

7. To eliminate “majority rule” 
In International councils, particu­ 
larly wherever it may appear in 
UN. and failing that, to kill off 
UN. which the Russians regard 
as a bloc of Western nations any­ 
how; 
S. So to increase the cost to the 
American taxpayer that he would 
a. Refuse to support hi’, govern­ 
ment's polio’; 
b That a neo-isolationism would 
develop in the United States which

immeasurably more difficult than 
it is today. 
Here is the heart of the trouble. 
A purely artificial division of any 
territory, including the earth, is 
always possible between dictators. 
If strength is so eq ually balanced 
that each dictator always hesitates 
to attack the other, the settlement 
may prove enduring. But this sort 
of artificial territorial pie-slicing 
is not possible—is in truth wick edly 
dangerq us—when one party to the 
deal is the ruthless dictator of a 
huge monolithic empire, and the 
other party is the President of a 
democratic country 
giving 
away 
territory that is not his. If Presi­ 
dent Truman Is to divide the world 


with Stalin, Truman must become 
another Stalin first. 
Conseq uently, the object of Amer­ 
ican policy is a natural rather 
than an artificial division of the 
world. As the American- policy m ak ­ 
ers see it, the present situation ha s; 
been created by the weak ness of the 
non-Soviet sphere, which constitutes 
a standing invitation to Kremlin 
| imperialism. But if the West can 
I be restored to health and strength,. 
I further 
imperial 
adventures 
will 
become too risk y. The Kremlin will 
begin to accept the status q uo as 
natural and enduring, just as the 
¡leaders of Islam abandoned world 
conq uest for acceptance 
of 
the 
status q uo after their defeats at 
Lepanto and under the walls of 
Vienna. Not negotiation, but re­ 
construction, is the road to peace. 


Thus the method, timing and 
other 
features 
of 
Ambassador 
Sm ith’s communication to Foreign 
Minister Molotov may be endlessly 
'debated. But the whole exchange 
was vastly less important than the 
practical measures look ing toward 
restoration of health and strength 
in the remaining area of freedom.
